1.  To  choose  all  Town  officers  for  the  ensuing  year. 

2.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  $16,000 
for  Town  Officer's  salaries. 

3.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  $6,000  for 
Town  officers'  expenses. 

4.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  $4,300  for 
the  Milan  and  Dummer  Ambulance  Service. 

5.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  $3,700  be 
paid  to  the  M  &  D  Ambulance  Service  for  the  purchase  of 
Radio  equipment  for  dispatch  service. 

6.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  raise  and  appropriate  $3,000  to  be 
paid  to  the  M  &  D  Ambulance  Service  Capitol  Reserve  Fund. 

7.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  $50,000 
for  summer  and  winter  road  and  bridge  maintenance. 

8.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  create  the  "Milan  Recreation 
Department",  and  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $7,000 
for  the  ensuing  year. 

9.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  $12,000 
for  the  Fire  Department.

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  $46,000 
for  repairs  and  improvements  to  the  West  Milan  Town  Hall, 
and  said  sum  to  be  in  addition  to  any  federal,  state  or  private

18.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  the  balance  of  the  budget 
as  prepared  by  the  Selectmen  and  raise  and  appropriate 
$51,333  for  this  purpose,  which  is  exclusive  of  preceding 
articles. 

19.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to 
accept,  on  behalf  of  the  Town,  any  or  all  gratis  funds  or  other 
gifts  which  may  now  or  hereinafter  be  forthcoming  from 
private  individuals,  corporations,  or  any  agency  and  to 
expend  same  for  such  projects  as  they  may  designate. 

20.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to 
convey  real  estate  taken  by  the  Town  in  default  of  redemption 
from  a  tax  sale  and  to  sell  such  property  either  by  public 
auction  or  by  advertised  sealed  bids  and  to  convey  such 
property  by  deed. 

21.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to 
dispose  of  all  surplus  Town  property  through  public  auction, 
sealed  bids,  or  other  means. 

22.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  allow  the  Tax  Collector  to 
accept  payments  in  advance  of  the  Property  and  Resident 
Tax  Warrants. 

23.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  give  the  Selectmen  the 
authority  to  borrow  money  in  anticipation  of  taxes. 
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24.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  direct  the  Trustees  of  Trust 
Funds  to  invest  the  cemetery  trust  funds  into  a  common  fund 
for  the  purpose  of  maximizing  the  return  on  investment. 

25.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  adopt  the  following  provisions 
of  RSA  80:58-86  for  a  real  estate  tax  lien  procedure.  These 
statutes  provide  that  tax  sales  to  private  individuals  for  non- 
payment of  property  taxes  on  real  estate  are  replaced  with  a 
real  estate  tax  lien  procedure  under  which  only  a  municipality 
or  county  where  the  property  is  located  or  the  state  my  acquire 
a  tax  lien  against  the  land  and  buildings  for  unpaid  taxes.

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PLANNING  BOARD  REPORT 

The  Selectmen  are  recommending  a  total  appropriation  of  $14,550.00 
for  the  purpose  of  developing  a  Master  Plan  for  the  town  of  Milan, 
which  is  now  required  by  state  law.  The  Master  Plan  will  be  a  set  of 
policies  aimed  at  guiding  growth  and  development.  It  will  also  be  a 
set  of  specific  recommendations  regarding  land  use  (zoning)  regula- 
tions and  growth  policies  as  well  as  improvements  in  municipal 
services.  The  Master  Plan  is  not  a  regulatory  document.  Its  purpose 
is  to  aid  the  Planning  Board  in  the  performance  of  its  duties  and  to 
provide  the  legal  soundness  and  enforceability  of  the  town's  zoning 
ordinance.  While  it  is  the  duty  of  the  Planning  Board  to  develop  and 
adopt  the  Master  Plan,  public  participation  is  integral  to  the 
process.  Prior  to  the  Master  Plan's  adoption  by  the  Planning  Board 
public  opinion  and  comments  will  be  solicited  through  a  survey,  a 
public  hearing  and  other  appropriate  ways.  In  practical  terms  a 
Master  Plan  should  benefit  Milan  in  several  ways: 

1.  Municipal  cost  savings  which  grow  from  a  knowledge  of  the 
development  capability  of  land  and  assessment  of  existing 
services  in  relation  to  future  needs. 

2.  A  more  economical  public  investment  in  roads,  schools,  and 
public  facilities  based  upon  orderly  community  growth. 

3.  A  conservation  of  important  resources  and  a  reduction  of 
public  costs  that  result  from  environmental  damage. 

4.  A  statement  of  Milan's  objectives  which  serve  as  a  legal 
foundation  on  which  to  base  zoning  ordinances  and  sub- 
division regulations.

Thanks  to  the  support  of  the  townspeople,  we  took  delivery  of  our 
new  ambulance  May  2,  1987.  With  the  combined  efforts  of  the 
attendants  the  changeover  went  smoothly,  putting  the  new  ambu- 
lance into  service  on  May  9,  1987.  It  has  proven  to  be  a  very 
worthwhile  purchase.  In  looking  to  the  future,  we  ask  that  the 
towns  begin  planning  ahead  and  each  year  appropriate  funds  to  be 
put  into  Capital  Reserve  for  the  next  ambulance.  By  starting  now  to 
plan  for  the  future,  it  won't  be  necessary  to  raise  such  a  large  sum  at 
one  time  thereby  easing  the  tax  burden. 

So  that  we  can  better  serve  the  people,  in  1988  we  will  be  changing 
our  dispatching  services.  We  are  currently  dispatched  by  an 
answering  service  which  has  not  always  proven  effective.  At  some 
point  later  in  the  year  we  will  be  changing  to  Gorham  Police 
Department  which  has  fulltime  dispatching.  The  emergency  phone 
number  will  remain  the  same  -  752-1321  for  the  ambulance,  fire  and 
police  departments. 

To  make  this  change  more  cost  effective,  we  ask  for  the  sums  of 
$5,100  to  purchase  the  needed  radio  equipment  to  eliminate  the 
radio  telephone  line  between  the  dispatch  and  our  base  radio.  This 
system  will  pay  for  itself  in  three  years  with  the  elimination  of  that 
radio  telephone  line. 

M  &  D  needs  your  support  to  continue  upgrading  the  quality  of 
care  and  service  for  those  who  need  our  help.  We  need  more  people 
to  become  attendants.  Anyone  who  feels  he/she  might  want  to 
help,  please  contact  us  for  more  information.

The  Milan  Home  Nursing  Center  continues  to  service  the  Milan- 
Dummer  Community.  Health  care  services  are  provided  to  resi- 
dents in  their  homes  and  to  home  bound  patients. AnRN assesses 
the  need  for  care,  plans  and  implements  delivery  of  care  required 
and  evaluates  the  results  of  the  care  received.  A  total  of  287  skilled 
visits  were  made.  These  visits  included:

Skilled  nursing  visits  include  patient  assessment,  dressing 
changes,  suture  removal,  mental  health,  irrigations,  colostomy 
care,  blood  pressure  check,  injections,  catheter  changes,  health 
teaching  and  blood  work  on  home  bound  patients  under  orders 
from  a  physician. 

Although  services  are  available  to  all  age  groups,  the  majority  of 
clients  are  the  elderly  whose  medical  problems  indicate  a  need  for 
the  agency  service  in  your  communities.  A  small  fee  is  requested  for 
visits  made,  determined  on  a  sliding  scale  based  on  the  clients' 
income.  No  one  is  denied  service  if  unable  to  pay.  Newborn  babies 
and  mothers  receive  a  free  initial  visit  when  a  referral  requesting 
an  RN  visit  is  signed  by  the  mother  prior  to  discharge  from  the 
hospital.  Adult  health  clinics  no  charge. 

A  yearly  blood  pressure  clinic  is  held  prior  to  the  town  meeting.  All 
are  welcome  to  participate.  This  year  a  total  of  33  blood  pressures 
were  taken.  Clinics  were  held  at  Milan  School  for  seniors  prior  to 
senior  meals  at  intervals  during  the  school  year.  A  total  of  46  were 
taken  A  blood  pressure  clinic  was  held  December  10,  at  the 
Christmas  Supper  Club  serving  both  Dummer  and  milan  residents. 
A  total  of  29  blood  pressures  were  taken.  A  special  thank  you  is 
extended  to  Cora  Sias  who  volunteered  her  assistance  at  the  town 
meeting  clinic.  A  special  thank  you  is  extended  to  Pat  Bennett  who 
volunteered  her  assistance  at  the  4  clinics  held  at  Milan  School  this 
past  year. 
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Milan  Home  Nursing  Center  has  an  agreement  with  Androscoggin 
Valley  Home  Care  Services  based  on  a  RN  referral  from  the  center 
to  provide  Home  Health  Aid  or  Home  Makers  Service  when  needed. 
Care  is  available  to  all  that  are  in  need  of  this  service.  Guidelines 
have  been  established  making  many  elderly  eligible  for  this 
service.  This  service  is  also  available  through  the  NH  Division  of 
the  Elderly  and  Adult  Services.  This  past  year  a  total  of  19  Home 
Aid  visits  were  made  and  a  total  of  52  Homemaker  visits  were 
made. 

Referrals  for  services  needed  from  Milan  Home  Nursing  Center  are 
received  from  area  physicians,  hospitals,  service  agencies,  the 
community  and  family  members  requesting  service,  residents  from 
Milan  -  Dummer  in  need  of  services  please  call  Gloria  Hedberg 
449-3447  or  Muriel  Lindsay  449-3327  in  my  absence. 

Milan  Home  Nursing  Center  has  been  approved  by  the  State  of 
New  Hampshire  Department  of  Health  and  Human  Services 
Division  of  Public  Health  Services  to  be  licensed  in  providing  Home 
Health  Care  Services.

Town  Meeting  was  called  to  order  at  6:30  p.m.  by  the  Moderator, 
Ronald  Hawkins,  with  the  reading  of  the  Town  and  School 
Warrants. 

Article  1:  To  choose  all  Town  officers  for  the  ensuing  year.

Article  5:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
$16,000  to  be  paid  to  the  M  &  D  Ambulance  Service  for  the  purchase 
of  a  new  ambulance,  and  further  to  authorize  withdrawal  from  the 
ambulance  replacement  capital  reserve  fund  the  sum  of  $9,000  plus 
accrued  interest  to  date  of  withdrawal. 

The  motion  was  made  by  Robert  Biggart,  seconded  by  Rene 
Theriault.  Selectman  Vashaw  gave  a  brief  explanation  regarding 
the  cost  of  renewing  the  present  ambulance  vs.  the  cost  of  replacing 
it.  Also,  the  total  amount  to  be  raised  by  this  Town  Meeting  is 
$7,000,  since  we  already  have  $9,000  in  the  capital  reserve  fund.  In 
answer  to  a  question  concerning  the  present  ambulance,  it  was 
stated  that  there  are  no  plans  at  the  present  time  to  dispose  of  it  -  it 
will  not  be  used  as  a  trade-in.  The  M  &  D  directors  have  the 
authority  to  dispose  of  it.  There  was  no  further  discussion  and  the 
motion  passed. 
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Article  6:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
$50,000  for  summer  and  winter  road  and  bridge  maintenance. 

This  motion  was  made  by  Rodney  Young,  seconded  by  Robert 
Biggart. 

Selectman  David  Woodward  explained  that  the  Selectmen  have 
agreed  to  go  along  with  the  recommendation  made  by  Clifford 
Tankard,  Road  Agent,  regarding  his  budget.  He  stayed  within  the 
budget  for  1986  and  feels  he  can  do  the  same  in  1987.  Motion  passed. 

Article  7:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
$3,000  to  purchase  a  new  front  plow,  and  further  to  authorize  the 
withdrawal  from  the  winter  road  maintenance  capital  reserve  fund 
the  sum  of  $2,000  plus  accrued  interest  to  date  of  withdrawal. 

The  motion  was  so  made  by  Beverly  Hawkins,  seconded  by  Ernest 
Miner.  In  order  to  further  clarify  this  Article,  it  was  again 
explained  that  we  are  being  asked  to  raise  $1,000  at  this  Meeting  as 
there  is  $2,000  already  in  the  capital  reserve  fund.  There  were  no 
questions  and  the  motion  passed. 

Article  8:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
$10,000  for  the  Fire  Department. 

The  motion  was  so  made  by  Norman  Frechette  and  seconded  by 
Janet  Woodward.  There  was  no  discussion  and  the  motion  carried. 

Article  9:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
$9,000  to  purchase  a  truck  and  tanker  body  as  well  as  make  any 
necessary  modifications  or  improvements,  and  further  to  authorize 
withdrawal  from  the  fire  truck  replacement  capital  reserve  fund  the 
sum  of  $9,000. 

The  motion  was  so  made  by  Janet  Woodward,  seconded  by  Robert 
Biggart.  It  was  explained  that  the  $9,000  was  appropriated  in  1986 
and  that  a  truck  was  purchased  in  1986.  Normand  Frechette 
explained  the  condition  of  that  truck  and  the  expense  involved  in 
changing  it  over,  plus  the  extra  expense  of  liability  insurance  and 
other  items.  There  was  a  question  concerning  the  $2,000  to  be  raised 
by  Dummer,  (tonight,  at  their  Town  Meeting,)  could  this  money  go 
back  into  the  Fire  Department  budget?  Such  money  now  goes  into 
the  General  fund.  There  was  a  call  for  the  question  by  Clifford 
Tankard  and  the  Moderator  explained  that  this  would  require  a  2/3 
vote.  The  vote  was  by  show-of-hands  and  the  question  was  voted 
down.  Paul  Fortier  asked  if  it  was  possible  to  raise  more  money 
under  the  last  Article,  (8)  and  the  answer  was  that  this  could  not  be 
done.  There  was  a  call  for  the  question  and  Article  9,  to  raise  9,000, 
was  passed. 
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Article  10:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
$1,000  for  the  fire  truck  replacement  capital  reserve  fund. 

Motion  was  made  by  Robert  Biggart,  seconded  by  Janet  Woodward. 
Again  there  was  a  question  concerning  the  money  to  be  raised  by 
Dummer  tonight  and  after  a  short  discussion  Ernest  Miner  made  a 
motion  to  amend  Article  10  "to  raise  $3,000  for  the  fire  truck 
replacement  fund."  This  motion  was  seconded  by  Normand  Fre- 
chette. The  amendment  passed  and  the  motion  to  raise  $3,000  was 
voted  in  the  affirmative. 

Article  11:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
$6,000  for  the  Police  Department. 

The  motion  was  made  by  Janet  Woodward,  seconded  by  Robert 
Biggart.  There  was  no  discussion,  no  questions,  and  the  motion 
was  passed. 

Article  12:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
$800  for  animal  control. 

Motion  was  made  by  Beverly  Hawkins,  seconded  by  Robert 
Biggart.  There  was  no  discussion  and  the  motion  was  passed. 

Article  13:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
$8,000  for  the  purchase  of  computer  hardware  and  software  to  be 
used  for  the  Town's  tax  billing  system. 

The  motion  was  made  by  Roma  Labrecque  and  seconded  by  Flora 
Day.  There  followed  some  discussion  of  this  Article  and  Linda 
Doucette  explained  the  system  she  had  looked  into,  the  initial  cost, 
cost  of  maintenance,  etc.  There  was  a  question  of  who  would  be 
trained  to  run  the  computer,  how  soon  the  system  could  be  put  in 
operation,  etc.,  and  suggestions  by  people  who  obviously  are 
familiar  with  computer  systems.  The  question  was  called  and  the 
motion  to  raise  $8,000  for  a  computer  was  voted  in  the  affirmative. 

Article  14:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
$2,100  for  the  Milan  and  Dummer  Home  Nursing  Program. 

The  motion  was  made  by  Janet  Woodward,  seconded  by  Linda 
Metayer.  Vote  was  affirmative. 

Article  15:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
$700  for  the  Community  Action  Outreach  Program. 

Motion  was  so  made  by  Karen  Tankard  and  seconded  by  Raymond 
Beroney  and  voted  in  the  affirmative. 
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Article  16:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
$1,000  to  implement  a  timber  management  program  for  the  Town- 
owned  woodlots. 

This  motion  was  made  by  Janet  Woodward,  seconded  by  David 
Woodward.  There  was  a  brief  explanation  by  Robert  Vashaw  of 
how  this  program  would  work  and  the  $1,000  is  merely  a  token 
appropriation  to  get  the  program  "off-the-ground."  He  stated  that 
the  Town  has  about  130  acres  of  good  timberland  and  a  timber 
management  program  would  serve  to  protect  this  woodland.  Vote 
on  Article,  affirmative. 

Article  17:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen 
to  sell  timber  on  Town-owned  woodlots. 

This  motion  was  made  by  Beverly  Hawkins,  seconded  by  Clifford 
Tankard.  In  answer  to  questions  regarding  how,  and  to  whom  this 
wood  would  be  sold,  we  were  told  that  the  consultant  County 
Forester  would  recommend  what  would  be  done  with  the  wood.  At 
this  time  Harris  Nichols  proposed  an  amendment  to  Article  17  to 
read  "to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  sell  timber  on  Town-owned 
woodlots  provided  it  is  recommended  by  the  Town  Timber-Manage- 
ment Program."  This  amendment  was  seconded  by  Rodney  Young 
and  voted  in  the  affirmative. 

Article  18:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
$7,200  for  the  Recreation  Department. 

This  motion  was  made  by  Janet  Woodward  and  seconded  by  Dean 
Stiles.  This  money  would  be  used  to  build  a  wall  around  the  skating 
rink.  The  work  would  be  done  by  professionals  and  constructed 
with  an  opening  at  each  end  to  provide  for  cleaning  off  the  rink  by  a 
town  plow,  etc.  The  rink  would  be  divided,  separating  the  hockey 
rink  from  the  general  skating  area.  Vote  on  the  Article  was 
affirmative  and  motion  passed. 

Article  19:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
$1,700  for  the  Nansen  Ski  Jump  maintenance  fund. 

Motion  was  made  by  Beverly  Hawkins  seconded  by  Roma 
Labrecque.  There  was  a  brief  discussion  concerning  the  future 
development  of  this  area  and  Linda  Doucette  explained  the  possi- 
bility of  the  State  becoming  involved  in  the  situation.  Milan  and 
Berlin  would  have  to  be  involved  in  any  co-operative  agreement, 
which  would  have  to  have  the  approval  of  the  Attorney  General, 
but  as  of  now  there  is  no  such  agreement. 

Vote  on  Article  was  by  show  of  hands:  Yes,  52  -  No,  35.  Motion 
passed.  Motion  to  keep  polls  open  to  9:00  pm.  Seconded.  Vote 
affirmative. 
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Article  20.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
$40,000  for  repairs  and  improvements  to  the  West  Milan  Town  Hall, 
and  said  sum  to  be  in  addition  to  any  federal,  state  or  private  funds 
made  available  therefor,  and  to  raise  the  same  by  the  issuance  of 
bonds  or  notes  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Municipal 
Finance  Act  (Chapter  33  of  the  NHRSA)  and  to  authorize  the 
Selectmen  to  issue  and  negotiate  such  bonds  or  notes  and  to 
determine  the  rate  of  interest  thereon.  VOTE  MUST  BE  PAPER 
BALLOT,  2/3  Majority. 

Motion  so  made  by  Robert  Vashaw,  seconded  by  Robert  Biggart. 
There  followed  an  explanation  by  Robert  Vashaw  of  the  necessary 
work  to  be  done  and  the  $40,000  is  the  estimated  cost  for  material 
and  labor.  The  committee  members  for  this  project  were  Selectman 
Vashaw,  Fire  Chief,  Building  Inspector  and  Dorothy  Mullins,  with 
Arthur  York  as  consultant  for  the  proposed  septic  system.  The 
discussion  continued  for  sometime  and  there  were  many  questions 
concerning  repairs  to  the  building,  type  of  material  to  be  used  in 
various  areas,  etc. 

Motion  made  and  seconded  to  extend  the  voting  hours  to 
9:30  pm.  Motion  passed. 

There  was  no  further  discussion  on  Article  20  and  the  count  of  votes 
by  paper  ballot  was  YES,  71  -  NO  74,  the  motion  was  defeated. 

Article  21:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  and 
authorize  the  withdrawal  from  the  Federal  Revenue  Sharing  Fund 
for  use  as  setoffs  against  budgeted  appropriations  for  the  following 
specific  purposes  and  in  amounts  indicated  herewith  or  take  any 
other  action  thereon: 

Computer  Service  $8,000 

Professional  Audit  3,200 

Boundaries  1,000 

Timber  Management  1,000 

$13,200 
Motion  was  made  and  seconded  and  Article  21  passed. 

Article  22:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  the  balance  of  the 
budget  as  prepared  by  the  Selectmen  and  raise  and  appropriate 
$69,876  for  this  purpose. 

Motion  was  so  made  by  Robert  Vashaw  and  seconded  by  Beverly 
Hawkins.  At  this  time  Linda  Doucette  lead  a  discussion  concerning 
work  done  in  the  town  cemeteries  and  how  this  work  is  being  paid 
for.  Avis  Croteau,  who  has  handled  Cemetery  Trust  Fund  Accounts 
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for  many  years,  gave  a  detailed  explanation  of  how  the  money 
earned  on  these  accounts  is  applied  against  the  labor  costs. 
Motion  made  and  seconded  to  extend  the  voting  time  to 
10:00  pm. 

Motion  passed. 

Article  22  cont'd:  Margaret  McClellan  now  asked  if  the  contro- 
versy concerning  cemetery  work  could  not  be  put  off  until  next 
summer.  This  would  provide  a  chance  for  all  the  parties  concerned 
to  meet  and  discuss  the  situation  so  that  each  would  clearly 
understand  how  the  work  situation  is  to  be  handled  and  how  it  is  to 
be  paid  for.  There  were  no  questions  and  no  further  discussion  and 
Article  22  was  passed. 

Article  23:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen 
to  accept,  on  behalf  of  the  Town,  any  or  all  gratis  funds  or  other 
gifts  which  may  now  or  hereinafter  be  forthcoming  from  private 
individuals,  corporations,  or  any  agency  and  to  expend  same  for 
such  projects  as  they  may  designate. 

The  motion  was  made  by  Robert  Biggart,  seconded  by  Janet 
Woodward.  Motion  passed. 

Article  24:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen 
to  convey  real  estate  taken  by  the  Town  in  default  of  redemption 
from  a  tax  sale  and  to  sell  such  property  either  by  public  auction  or 
by  advertised  sealed  bids  and  to  convey  such  property  by  deed. 
Motion  was  made  by  Robert  Biggart  and  seconded  by  Walter 
Mullins.  Motion  passed. 

Article  25:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen 
to  dispose  of  all  surplus  Town  property  through  public  auction, 
sealed  bids,  or  other  means. 

In  answer  to  a  question,  surplus  property  was  defined  as  being 
anything  other  than  real  estate.  There  was  no  further  question  and 
the  motion  passed. 

Article  26:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  allow  the  Tax  Collector  to 
accept  payments  in  advance  of  the  Property  and  Resident  Tax 
Warrants. 

The  motion  was  made  by  Roma  Labrecque  and  seconded  by 
Paulette  Frechette.  Motion  was  passed. 

Article  27:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  give  the  Selectmen  the 
authority  to  borrow  money  in  anticipation  of  taxes. 
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Motion  was  made  by  Paul  Fortier,  seconded  by  Janet  Woodward. 
The  motion  passed. 

Article  28:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  direct  the  Trustees  of 
Trust  Funds  to  invest  the  cemetery  trust  funds  into  a  common  fund 
for  the  purpose  of  maximizing  the  return  on  investment. 

This  motion  was  made  by  Paul  Fortier  and  second  by  Janet 
Woodward.  There  was  a  very  brief  discussion  on  this  article  and  the 
vote  was  negative.  The  motion  was  defeated. 

Article  29:  Shall  we  adopt  the  provisions  of  RSA  72:37  for  the 
exemption  for  the  blind  from  property  tax?  This  statute  provides 
that  every  inhabitant  who  is  legally  blind  shall  be  exempt  each 
year  from  the  property  tax  on  a  residence  to  the  value  of  $15,000. 
VOTE  MUST  BE  BY  PAPER  BALLOT. 

Motion  now  made  and  seconded  to  extend  regular  voting 
time  to  10:30  pm.  Motion  passed. 

Article  29  cont'd:  Motion  on  this  article  was  made  by  Robert 
Vashaw  and  seconded  by  Linda  Doucette.  Mr.  Vashaw  explained 
that  this  Article  was  put  on  the  Warrant  by  petition  and  must  be 
brought  before  Town  Meeting  for  a  vote.  This  is  by  the  authority  of 
the  State. 
Result  of  vote  on  Article,  YES,  59  -  NO,  4.  Article  passed. 

Article  30:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  repeal  section  VI, 
Floodplain  Development  Regulations,  of  the  Milan  Zoning  Ordi- 
nance and  to  adopt  the  following  Floodplain  Development  Ordi- 
nance: 

The  following  regulations  shall  apply  to  all  lands  designated  as 
special  flood  hazard  areas  by  the  Federal  Emergency  Management 
Agency  in  its  "Flood  Insurance  Study  for  the  Town  of  Milan,  NH." 
Together  with  the  associated  Flood  Insurance  Rate  Maps  and 
Flood  Boundary  and  Floodway  Maps  of  the  Town  of  Milan,  Dated 
April  1,  1986,  which  are  declared  to  be  a  part  of  this  Ordinance. 

A  motion  was  made  and  seconded  to  accept  this  Article  as  printed 
in  the  Warrant.  Linda  Doucette  explained  that  this  ordinance  is 
simply  a  modification  of  existing  laws  for  the  Town.  There  was  no 
discussion  and  the  motion  passed. 

Article  31:  To  transact  any  other  business  that  may  legally  come 
before  the  meeting. 

At  this  time  a  question  arose  concerning  Article  25  of  the  1986  Town 
Warrant,  having  to  do  with  the  relocation  of  the  iron  archway  at 
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Hillcrest  Cemetery.  Avis  Croteau  explained  that  the  project  will  be 
gotten  underway  this  year,  1987. 

A  motion  was  now  made  and  seconded  to  hold  next  year's  Town 
Meeting  at  6:30  PM.  in  the  Milan  School  all-purpose  room.  Motion 
passed. 

Meeting  recessed  at  10:18  PM.  Polls  to  be  closed  at  10:30  pm.  and 

votes  to  be  counted. 

Meeting  adjourned  at  12:08  AM.

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REPORT  OF 
SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 

To  the  Citizens  of  the  Milan  School  District: 

The  disruptions  of  a  year  ago  in  Gorham,  though  not  directly 
involving  Milan,  are  now  a  thing  of  the  past.   At  the  time  it  was 
more  important  for  Milan  to  focus  on  its  own  needs  and  the  task  of 
replacing  personnel  who  had  left  the  school  system  to  accept  positions 
elsewhere.   Fortunately  we  were  successful  in  both  so  we  were  able  to 
get  off  to  a  relatively  good  start  last  September.   Hopefully,  there 
won't  be  any  further  disruptions  to  take  our  attention  away  from  what 
remains  to  be  done. 

Tuition  Rates 

The  Berlin  tuition  rates  for  1988-89  have  increased  substantially. 

Though  the  increase  may  be  sizeable  the  Berlin  rates  continue  to  be  far 

below  the  State  Average.   The  comparison  between  the  two  can  be  seen  as 

one  compares  the  following  figures:

Milan  -  Dummer  AREA  Study 

The  Milan  -  Dummer  Study  is  well  under  way.   Several  meetings  have 

been  held  jointly  with  Dummer  and  most  recently  with  the  Milan  School 

Board.   Between  January  and  June  of  this  year  several  joint  meetings 

will  be  held  to  explore  the  educational  issues  of  interest  to  each  side. 

These  will  eventually  become  the  basis  for  an  agreement.   Hopefully  that 

agreement  will  provide  for  the  future  educational  needs  of  children  in 

both  communities. 

S.A.U.  Study 

Last  March  the  voters  of  the  Gorham  School  District  voted  to  approve 
a  petition  article  sponsored  by  the  Gorham  Committee  for  Better  Schools  to 
make  a  study  of  the  feasibility  of  Gorham  pulling  out  of  the  S.A.U.  and 
going  it  alone.   It  was  the  position  of  some  and  claimed  by  Mr.  Denis 
Fournier,  the  spokesman  for  the  group,  that  a  substantial  savings  could 
be  realized  by  Gorham  in  the  administrative  costs  of  the  school  system. 
Mr.  Fournier  informed  those  at  the  Gorham  Annual  Meeting  the  study  would 
cost  nothing.   Unfortunately  that  has  not  been  the  case.   As  for  the  study 
it  has  long  since  been  undertaken  and  the  report  is  now  in  the  process  of 
being  finalized.   The  results  are  expected  to  become  available  at  the  Gorham 
Annual  Meeting  in  March  of  this  year. 

Should  the  results  of  the  study  recommend  a  reorganization  of  the 
S.A.U.,  Milan  would  be  affected.   This  would  not  happen  immediately.   It 
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is  also  possible  it  would  never  happen  at  all.  Normally  when  a  community 
decides  to  break  away,  it  makes  a  proposal  to  the  N.H.  State  Board  of 
Education.  The  State  Board  of  Education  is  left  with  the  final  decision, 
but  only  after  it  makes  a  study.  That  study  must  take  into  consideration 
the  best  interests  of  all  communities,  not  just  the  one  that  has  made  the 
request  to  break  away. 

Recents  events  have  unfortunately  clouded  the  work  and  what  will  be 
the  recommendation  of  the  S.A.U.  Study  Committee.   Independent  of  the 
Committee  and  without  its  knowledge  or  consent  a  second  petition  article 
has  been  submitted  by  some  of  the  same  individuals  who  had  initiated  the 
first  petition  article.   The  second  article  requests  the  N.H.  State 
Legislature  to  make  a  feasibility  study  of  forming  a  new  S.A.U.  with 
Gorham,  Randolph,  and  Shelburne.   The  three  northern  towns  of  Milan, 
Dummer ,  and  Errol  would  be  left  to  join  with  either  Berlin,  Groveton, 
or  Colebrook.   This  article  is  being  put  forward  before  the  Committee 
has  been  able  to  report  the  results  of  its  study.   Fortunately  these 
individuals  do  not  represent  the  people  of  Gorham,  Randolph,  or  Shelburne  ; 
they  only  represent  themselves.   Hopefully  the  views  of  the  few  will  not 
disrupt  a  long  standing  and  historical  relationship  that  has  existed  among 
these  six  communities. 

School  Warrant 

The  Milan  School  District  warrant  contains  three  articles  which  should 
be  brought  to  your  attention.   The  first  of  these  is  Article  5.   Article  5 
requests  the  approval  of  the  voters  of  Milan  to  add  th6  services  of  a 
Business  Administrator  to  the  S.A.U.   The  cost  of  the  position  to  Milan 
would  be  $4,279.43  over  what  it  would  normally  have  paid  for  1988-89. 
The  next  article  which  should  be  brought  to  your  attention  is  Article  6. 
It  asks  the  District  to  form  a  Building  Committee  to  study  "the  feasibility 
of  adding  a  gymnasium  to  the  Milan  Village  School  and  converting  the  existing 
all-purpose  room  to  two  classrooms.   The  budget  contains  $1,500.00  to  allow 
the  Committee  to  employ  an  architect  to  do  the  necessary  preliminary  work 
that  will  be  required  before  the  Annual  Meeting  in  March  of  1989.   And  lastly 
Article  7.   It  would  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $2,500.00  as  a  deficit 
appropriation  to  meet  the  tuition  obligations  of  the  District. 

Budget 

The  budget  for  1988-89  shows  a  gross  increase  of  $98,755.00  over  1987-88, 
Of  the  $98,755.00  increase  approximately  $52,143.00  is  due  to  tuition  alone, 
$25,500.00  is  due  to  salaries  and  related  costs,  $3,000.00  in  special  educa- 
tion costs,  $3,000.00  in  library  services  costs,  $3,000.00  in  S.A.U.  costs, 
$1,700.00  in  administrative  costs,  $4,000.00  in  maintenance  costs,  $1,200.00 
in  study  costs  for  asbestos,  and  $3,000.00  in  school  lunch  costs.   Other 
minor  increases  have  been  included  throughout  the  budget  as  a  whole. 

One  quickly  notes  that  $77,000+  dollars  of  increases  may  be  found  in 
tuition  and  teacher  salaries  and  related  costs.   The  first  of  these,  though 
high,  remains  a  good  deal  for  Milan.   Tuition  rates  in  Berlin  continue  below 
State  Average.   Teacher  salaries  and  related  costs  are  another  matter.   Milan 
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has  been  one  of  the  lowest  paying  school  systems  in  New  Hampshire.   An 
effort  has  been  and  continues  to  be  made  to  change  that  image.   The  1988-89 
school  year  represents  another  year  in  that  effort. 

Recognition 

The  Milan  Village  School  has  been  recognized  for  the  6th  year  for  its 
exemplary  volunteer  program.   To  be  so  recognized  for  the  6th  year  is  nothing 
short  of  amazing.   It  certainly  represents  an  achievement  for  which  everyone 
has  worked  and  for  which  everyone  has  every  reason  to  be  proud.   Congratula- 
tions volunteers  for  a  job  well  done! 

The  CAT  test  results  for  our  4th  grade  this  year  are  among  the  highest 
in  the  State  of  New  Hampshire.   The  class  excelled,  scoring  well  above  all 
expectations.   Parents  and  students  should  be  proud.   Your  efforts  have 
made  Milan  stand  out  among  the  many  small  school  districts  of  New  Hampshire 
as  an  example  of  what  a  small  school  system  is  capable  of  doing  when  it  has 
the  will  to  do  so. 

Summary 

It  has  been  and  continues  to  be  an  honor  to  serve  your  community.   I 
have  enjoyed  working  with  your  school  board,  with  your  principal,  and  with 
your  fine  teachers  and  support  staff.   You  have  every  reason  to  be  proud 
of  their  efforts  on  your  behalf. 

In  closing  I  wish  to  thank  the  people  of  Milan  for  their  support  and 
for  allowing  me  to  serve  you  as  your  Superintendent  of  Schools.

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SCHOOL  DISTRICT  MEETING 
MILAN,  N.H. 
March  9, 1987 

The  annual  School  District  Meeting  for  the  Town  of  Milan  was  held  at  the 
Milan  Village  School  on  the  evening  of  March  9,  1987.   The  Meeting  was  called 
to  order  by  the  Moderator,  Ronald  Hawkins,  at  7:30,  with  the  reading  of  the 
School  Warrants. 

Article  1:    To  determine  the  salaries  of  the  truant  officer,  auditors, 
treasurer,  moderator,  clerk  and  school  board. 

Janet  Woodward  made  a  motion  that  salaries  be  set  as  follows: 

School  Board  1  @  $120.00 

2  @  $100.00 

Treasurer  $125.00 

Moderator  15 . 00 

Clerk  15.00 

Auditors  2  @   20.00  ea. 

Truant  Officer  25 . 00 

Census  Taker  100.00 

Checklist  Supervisors  3  @   10.00  ea. 

Ballot  Clerks 2  @   10.00  ea. 

The  motion  on  Article  1  was  seconded  by  Normand  Frechette  and  passed. 

Article  2:   To  hear  the  reports  of  agents,  auditors,  committees,  or  officers 
heretofore  chosen  and  pass  any  vote  relating  thereto. 

Motion  was  so  made  by  Margaret  Nichols,  seconded  by  Paulette  Frechette,  and 
motion  on  Article  2  was  passed. 

Article  3:   To  see  if  the  District  will  vote  to  authorize  the  school  board  to 
make  application  for  and  to  accept,  on  behalf  of  the  District,  any  or  all 
gratis  grants  or  other  gratis  funds  for  educational  purposes  which  may  now  or 
hereinafter  be  forthcoming  from  the  United  States  Government,  the  State  of  New 
Hampshire,  private  individuals,  corporations,   or  any  federal  or  state  agency 
and  to  expend  same  for  such  projects  as  it  may  designate. 

A  motion  was  made  by  Armand  Caron,  seconded  by  Jacqueline  Quintal,  to  accept 
Article  2  as  printed  on  the  Warrant.   There  was  no  discussion  and  the  Article 
passed. 

Article  4:   To  see  if  the  District  will  vote  to  accept  the  provisions  of 
Chapter  I,  Chapter  II,  National  Forest  Reserve,  and  school  lunch,  and 
appropriate  such  funds  as  may  be  made  available  to  the  District  under  such 
federal  acts  for  such  particular  projects  as  may  be  determined  by  the  School 
Board.   Further,  to  see  if  the  District  will  authorize  the  school  board  to  make 
application  for  such  funds  and  to  expend  same  for  such  projects  as  it  may 
designate.   A  motion  was  made  by  Janet  Woodward,  seconded  by  Robert  Biggart,  to 
accept  Article  4  as  read.   There  were  no  questions  and  no  discussion  and 
Article  4  passed. 
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Article  5:    To  see  if  the  District  will  vote  to  create  an  AREA  School  Planning 
Committee  consisting  of  three  (3)  qualified  voters  of  whom  at  least  one  (1) 
shall  be  a  member  of  the  school  board  and  two  (2)  of  whom  shall  be  appointed  by 
the  Moderator.   Said  Committee  shall  report  to  the  people  at  the  March,  1989, 
Annual  School  District  Meeting. 

A  motion  was  made  by  Glenn  Gagne,  seconded  by  Paulette  Frechette,  to  create  an 
AREA  School  Planning  Committee,  etc.,  as  read.   The  motion  was  passed  without 
any  questions  or  discussion. 

Article  6:   To  see  if  the  District  will  vote  to  authorize  the  school  board  to 
enter  into  a  (3)  year  transportation  contract  with  Tankard,  Inc.,  for  the 
period  July  1,  1987— June  30,  1990. 

A  motion  was  made  by  Paulette  Frechette,  seconded  by  Marsha  MacKinnon,  authoriz- 
ing the  school  board  to  enter  into  such  a  contract  with  Tankard,  Inc.,  for  the 
period  July  1,  1987  -  June  30,  1990.   There  was  no  discussion  and  the  motion 
carried. 

Article  7:   To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  District  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate for  the  support  of  schools,  for  the  payment  of  salaries  for  school 
district  officials,  and  for  the  payment  of  the  statutory  obligations  of  the 
District. 

A  motion  was  made  by  Armand  Caron,  seconded  by  Janet  Woodward,  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  $592,845.00  for  the  support  of  schools,  for  the  pay- 
ment of  salaries  for  school  district  officials,  and  for  the  payment  of  the 
statutory  obligations  of  the  District.   There  was  no  discussion  and  the  Article 
passed. 

Article  8:    To  transact  any  other  business  that  may  legally  come  before  this 
meeting. 

There  was  a  brief  question  and  answer  period  at  this  time  mainly  concerning  the 
salaries  paid  to  our  teachers,  the  question  being  "Are  we  paying  salaries  that 
will  attract  good  teachers,  and  hold  them?"   Janet  responded  by  saying  that  the 
Milan  teachers  had  been  given  a  substantial  raise.   Mr.  Bellavance  stated  that 
we  have  many  good  teachers  in  our  school  now  but  salary-wise  we  cannot  compete 
with  the  $19,000.00  starting  salaries  paid  in  other  areas.   There  is  a  shortage 
of  teachers  now  and  Mr.  Bellavance  can  see  this  becoming  a  very  serious  sit- 
uation in  years  to  come.   He  feels  that  in  the  not- too-distant  future  the  North 
Country  will  have  to  make  a  very  serious  effort  to  attract  teachers  to  New 
Hampshire. 

As  there  was  no  more  business  to  come  before  the  Meeting,  a  motion  to  recess 

was  in  order.   Motion  was  made  and  seconded  to  recess  the  Meeting  until  1:00  P.M., 

Tuesday,  March  10.
